Setback As Coal 
Miners Sit Tight 


PITTSBURGH, Jan. 16.—UP)—At 
least 64,600 soft coal- miners in six 
states today refused to obey John 
L. Lewis' suggestion they return to 
work after a one-week strike. 
Western Pennsylvania diggers led 


the strike into its 
second 
week, 


with 45,000 miners idle out of a 
total of 56,000. 
Over the nation, pits operated 


by steel companies and the giant 
Pittsburgh-Consolidated 
Coal com- 


pany were the principal targets as 
they were last week when 
66,000 
miners walked out in seven states. 
Alabama operators said 5,500 men 
were idle in that state. Ohio count- 
ed 4,000 staying at home and Ken- 
tucky listed a total of 5,000. 
In West Virginia, the nation's 


number one soft coal producing 
state, 5,000 more were not "willing 
to work." Most of the idleness was 
in the northern fields. In southern 
West Virginia, full scale production 
was reported. 
In Utah, Illinois, and Indiana, 


all mines were working with nor- 
mal shifts. 
Coal production was virtually in 


full swing in Southwest Virginia, 
with only 340 diggers idle out of 
the area's 15,000 miners choosing 
not to work. 
There was no more official ex- 


planation for this week's walkouts 
than there was for last week's. 
Lewis, as preslent of the United 
Mine Workers, had suggested last 
week that the striking miners re- 
turn to the pits today. 
The United States'Steel Corpora- 


tion said all its captive mines in 
Pennsylvania, employing about 11,- 
000 men, are closed. Another 4,000 
U.S. Steel miners-in Kentucky forc- 
ed operations there to remain dark 
and bleak. 
A spokesman said operations in 
West Virginia were normal. 
Core Of Resistance. 


The Pittsburgh Consolidated Coal 


company's large mine at nearby 
Library, Pa., was among the first 
to reopen. Other Pitt Consol pits 
are down. 
Three mines of 
the 


Weirton Steel Co., in Washington 
county are out of production.

has renewed his move to relocate the nation's capital west of the 
Mississippi river. 


Although Patman didn't say so, it is inconceivable that a loyal 


son of the Lone Star State could consider any place "west of the 
Mississippi" more suitable than Texas. 


Patman yesterday described Washington as a horse-and-buggy 


town that cannot keep step with the swift pace of the atomic age. 


His resolution Is before the rules committee. The Texan wants 


that committee to send it to the floor of the house for debate. 


"The time has arrived for a serious study of the proposal 
to 


remove the seat of. government to a more centrally located area," 
he said in a press statement. 


In war it would be an easy target for the enemy, he said. He 


added that the atomic energy commission's recent study of what a 
single bomb would do to Washington is "enough to cause a National 
nightmare." 


Patman conceded that Washington may be an archaeologist's 


dream spot, but even in peacetime it Is unsuited to the needs of mod- 
ern government.

SMITHWICK, ILL AND NERVOUS, 
FACES TRIAL IN MASON'S DEATH 


BELTON, Jan. 16.—UP)—Portly 
Sam Smithwlck, nervously fumbl- 
ng his cowboy hat, went on trial 
lere today on a charge of murder- 
ng a crusading radio commenta- 
tor.Smlthwick entered 
the court- 


room a scant five minutes before 
the trial opened at 10 a. m. 
Weakened by illness, the 61-year- 


old defendant, a former peace of- 
ficer, was down to 
about 
230 


pounds—35 pounds less than he 
weighed last July 29 when he al- 
legedly killed W. H. (Bill) Mason, 
veteran radio and newspaper man, 
at Alice. 
Two minutes before 10 a. m., 
Judge Wesley Dice took his seat on 
the bench. 
The 
courtroom 
was 
packed— 
mainly with 250 venlremen. 
Malice Is Charged. 
The state charges Smithwlck de- 
liberately shot Mason in anger af- 
ter the tart-tongued radio broad- 
caster 
had 
made 
accusations 
against Smithwlck, then a deputy 
sheriff of Jim Wells county,' on a 
radio program. 
A single bullet killed Mason af- 
ter Smithwick allegedly halted Ma- 
son's car in an Industrial section 
of Alice. 
Smithwlck wore blue 
trousers, 
blue sweater, blue shirt, yellow tie 
and boots. 
Jailer Dick Knowles said Smith- 
wick had been suffering from a 
cold and rheumatism. 
In the audience was Mason's wid- 


ow. - She wore a black and white 
suit and furs. 
Five of Smithwlck's seven chil- 
dren were in Belton—including all 
four sons and one daughter. In ad- 
dition, two of his daughters-in-law, 
two Bisters and 'a cousin were in 
this city.Remodeling Done.

attorneys, said Saturday. 
Taylor said that Juan F. Saenz, 
a key witness, is missing.

Smithwick has been held in jail

His infor- 
mation came from a U- S. 13th 
Air Force patrol which took part 
in a two-weeks ground and air 
search. 


The bodies were found in the 


wild mountains of Northern Luzon 
about 75 miles northeast of Ba- 
guio, summer capital of the Phil- 
ippines. It is the country of the 
Ifugao. tribesmen of mixed Malay 
origin who used to be headhunters 


The patrol said three Ifugao ad- 


mitted robbing the profesors, kill- 
ing them with spears and burying 
the bodies. The 
tribesmen 
said 


three others helped them. Philip- 
pine constabularymen are hunting 
the other three. 


Conklin and Pittman were ex- 


change professors at the University 
of the Philippines. Dr. Conklln, a 
professor of English, was on leave 
from Springfield College, Spring- 
field. Mass. Prof. Pittman, former- 
ly of Chicago, was assistant pro- 
fessor of geography at Miami Un- 
iversity, Oxford, O., before coming 
to the Philippines.

Over Formosa; Everybody Yells It

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—(#)— 


Democrats and Republicans accus- 
ed each other today of trying to 
malte "hash" out of the nation's 
foreign policies in the senate ar- 
gument over Formosa and China. 


Senator Lucas of Illinois, 
the 


Democratic leader, told reporters 
he thinks GOP members storming 
against President Truman's hands- 
off policy .toward Formosa "have 
been trying to make political hash." 


"They are trying to create an 


issue on foreign policy without be- 
ing united in any way on what 
should be done as an alternative 
to the 
administration's course," 


Lucas «sald. 
"They are condemning the slate 


department and pleading ancient 
history. Yet not one of them agrees 
with another on what ought to be 
done about Formosa or anything 
else." 
Lucas upheld the administration's 


decision to withdraw all American 
consular officials from Commun- 


ist' China after the Communists 
had invaded the U. S. consular 
quarters 
in Peiping. 


"That's all there was left to do," 


he said. 


Senator 
Brewster 
of 
Maine, 


chairman of the Republican sena- 
torial committee, said Lucas is off 
base. 


"The Democrats are. the ones 


who made hash out of our foreign 
policy," Brewster said. "That policy 
apparently seeks to be fish in Eu- 
rope and fowl In Asia—and I don't 
care how j"»u spell the 'fowl'." 


Republicans are expected to re- 


open the Chinese question in the 
senate tomorrow with charges that 
the withdrawal from the Commun- 
ist-controlled area represents only 
another result of what they have 
called the administration's policy 
of "appeasement" there. 


GOP members apparently think 


they have President Truman over 
a political barrel because of the 
failure of U. S. efforts to halt 
Communism in Asia.

Rescuers, 
despite their feverish efforts, held 
out little hope that ha was »till 
alive.

Funeral Rites To 
Be Thursday For 
'Hap' Arnold. 63 


SONOMA, Calif., Jan. 16—(/P)— 


Gen. Henry H. (Hap) Arnold, Am- 
erica's ranking airman of World 
War II and a pioneer of U. S. mil- 
itary aviation is dead at 63. 


The nation's first general of the 


air 
force died suddenly at' his 


ranch home 40 miles north of San 
Francisco. Death was caused by 
coronary occlusion, a clotting of 
the arteries that give blood to the 
heart. He retired to that quiet Val- 
ley of the Moon June 30, 1946, after 
periodic heart attacks 
for 
two 
years. 


Arnold's physician, Dr. Russell 


V. Lee of Palo Alto, said the gen- 
eral should have retired after his 
first heart attack 
In 1944, "but 


things were hot then and he decid- 
ed to take his chances with the 
rest of the soldiers and went back 
to duty." 


The wartime chief of the air forces 


will be burled in Arlington cem- 
etery, Washington, D. C. The fun- 
eral is set for 2 p. m. Thursday. 


Thfi body was resting today at 


a funeral parloi here. The body 
will be flown to Washington Tues- 
day. 


The family had 
not 
decided 


whether to hold services here. 


The nation's military leaders—- 


from Secretary of Defense John- 
son down—expresed shock and sor-

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—UP>— 


Gen. "Hap" Arnold, dead at 63, 
once almost quit the U. S. Army 
because they wouldn't let 
him 


ride a horse. 
This Is one of many odd quirks 


in the career of the genial air- 
man who never fired a gun In 
anger himself hut commanded the 
mightiest armada 
in 
history— 


the globe-ranging U. S. Army 
Airforce in the Second World 
War. 
The only wound he suffered in 


two world wars—he saw combat 
action in neither—came when he 
was struck by some shotgun pel- 


lets during a pheasant hunt. 


Yet the American Airforce of 
today stands as a monument to 
his pioneer courage aloft and his 
cheerful but 
diplomatic tough- 
ness in winning a top place for 
airpower in Washington's behind- 
the-scenes military struggles. 


Two examples of his pioneer- 


ing: 


1. As a young flier Arnold neat- 


ly zoomed down and plopped a 
bag of mail in the front yard of a 
postofficc to prove 
the 
Army 


could deliver airmail. 


2. In 1945 he commanded the 


Airforce that opened a new era 
of war and peace by dropping two 


atom bombs on Japan. 


The story of "Hap's" adult life 


parallels the growth of the air- 
plane as a chief instrument of 
military decision. 


But when he was graduated 


from West Point the big lieuten- 
ant—he stood six feet, weighed 
185 pounds—was so crazy about 
horses he threatened to quit the 
army if he was assigned to the 
infantry instead of the cavalry. 
Naturally, the Army assigned him 
to — the infuntry. 


Hap swallowed his pride and

For throughout hio career Hap 
was aligned with "Billy" Mitchell 
and the other Army rebels of the 
years between the wars who 
sought a more Important role for 
alrpower. His victory came when 
the American Alrforce was per- 
mitted to practice daylight precis- 


ion bombing against 
Germany, 
which he 
had 
advocated 
as 
against area bombing by night. 


And his vindication came after 
the war when Prisoner Herman 
Goering, asked by the U. S. Stra- 
tegic Bombing Survey whether 
area or precision bombing had 
been more effective, replied: 
"The precision 
bombing, be- 


cause it was decisive. Destroyed 
cities could be evacuated, but de- 
stroyed industries were difficult 
to replace."

A 10-year penitentiary sentence 


was assessed James Thomas Scriv- 
ner, 21-year-old paralysis victim, 
of Bonham, after he peladed guil- 
ty before District Judge A. P. 
Mays 
Friday 
afternoon 
to 
a 


charge of robbery. 
Scrivner waived his right of trial 


before a jury and threw himself on 
the mercy of the court. He seemed 
stunned by the verdict. 
Scrivner was accused of robbing 
the Cabell's Food Store here on 
Dec. 
4. 
A host of witnesses came to the 


defense of the youth. He was de- 
scribed as a "swell kid" who was 
"Interested in development of his 
spiritual life," and a youngster who 
always had a smile. 
From the stand. Scrivner admit- 


ted the $132.89 stickup while 
In 
company with another youth—de- 
scribed 'as "the brain." He also re- 
lated details of the ensuing 
gun 
battle 
with Polllce Set. W. D. 


Thedford, and the pair's escape to 
Dallas, where they were nabbed bp 
police. 
After County Attorney Charles 
T. Banister presented the state's 
evidence, an attorney from 
Bon- 
ham, Buster Cole, called eight wit- 
nesses. 
The first, Fannln County Sher- 
iff M. Anderson, testified he had 
known young Scrivner all 
his 


life, that he had never been Into 
any trouble. 
O. R. McKissock,, Bonham chief 


of police, said Scrivner's criminal 
escapade (The boy is accused in 
other robberies) was "a shock to 
the community." 
G. G. Polk, a Bonham cattleman, 


declared "He was a swell kid. 
I 


used to Rive him nickles as he was 
walking to school. He always wore 
braces on his legs." 
The defendant's father, 49-year- 


old John Scrivner, in a quiwering 
voice, 
testified that his son—de 
scribed as the baby—was never in 
trouble. He expressed the opinion 
that the young bandit would have 
made a good preacher. 
As his father testified, the son 
burst into sobs. His mother also 
testified. 
Two Episcopal Church officials— 
The Rev. Mr. B. B. Clark, a dea- 
son in a Dallas church, and Ho- 
mer Francis Rogers, rector of the 
Denton Episcopal Church—told of 
the defendant's religious life. 
He never missed a class for three 


months while studying in prepara- 
tion for confirmation in the church, 
eaid Clark. 
"He was a likeable youne man 
who was Interested In developing 
his spiritual life," testified 
the 
youth's pastor, Bogers. 
Another witness was J. T. Rog- 
ers, manager of a Bonham laun- 
dry who substantiated other 
wit- 
nesses' testimony as to Scrivner's 
reputation. 
As the defendant took the stand 


—warned by the court that he did 
not have to testify against 
him- 


self—he calmly related the robbery, 
the gun fight with Thedford and 
the journey to Dallas. They were 
scared, he said, and his companion, 
Robert Leeman, 22, was wounded in 


• the exchange of bullets near 
the 


". Corsicana post office. 
Banister's witnesses were Thedr 
ford, who told of driving to 
Ca> 
bell's with his wife to purchase gro- 
ceries just as the two robbers were 
fleeing; and Bart Co wart, Cabell's

p. m., near closing time.

thine Russia fears.

he told his wife, Eleanor: 


"I feel pretty good this morning."

It took over 5,000,000 farmers 
to feed 20,000,000 people, whereas 
now this number can be fed by a 
million farmers. Pointing to mech- 
anlstatirn's efficiency, the many la- 
bor-saving devices, Nokes said the 
farmer soon began looking to "im- 
provements." 


And that's where education came 


in. The farmer learned more about 
how to care for his land and 
in- 


crease, production. Nokes said. 


"In the last ten years farmers 
have practiced more soil conser- 
vation and Improvement meas- 
ures than ever before," said the 
legislator.

sponsibility. We must revitalize the 
soil, and we need people to teach

mostly from 


critics of the plan, that when 
the scheduled period of the 
European 
Recovery 
Pro- 


gram ends in 1952 the na- 
tions being aided will still 
need economic 
assistance. 


There now are being heard 
hints that same kind of sim- 
ilar foreign assistance will 
have to become a permanent 
institution, 
because 
the 


world shortage of dollars 
seems to be incurable. 


The United Nations has 


recently issued its "Statisti- 
cal Yearbook for 1948," 
compilation of international 
figures on production and 
trade: It covers most of the 
world, and is believed to be 
reasonably a c c u r a t e . It 
shows that the United States 
is by far the largest produc- 
er of r e f i n e d petroleum 
products, the producer of 59 
per cent of all the steel in 
the world, and the producer 
of most of many o.ther 
things. A permanent remedy 
for the world dollar short- 
age ought to be looked for 
not in a permanent system 
or distributing government 
grants to the rest of the 
world, but in a general un- 
derstanding of the signific- 
ance of American industrial 
leadership. 


The American attitude to- 


ward world commerce is 
largely one which came into 
being when this was an ag- 
ricultural nation struggling 
to develop native industry. 
We still cling to the protec- 
tive tariffs and import re- 
strictions of that era, blind 
to the fact that ' these de- 
vices are completely out- 
moded now that we are the 
world's leading industrial 
nation. It is no longer to our 
interest to restrict commerce

DOLLARS AT WORK 
That the future will see 


the successful investment of 
billions of American dollars 
in backward areas of Africa 
and South Americ* is the 
opinion of people familiar 
with conditions there. Most 
observers believe, however, 
that private investment and 
development will - p r o v e 
more effective than 
direct 


aid from the American gov- 
ernment. 


Such an aid program has 


been presented to Congress 
in a measure which would 
begin the implementation of 
President 
Truman's Inau- 


gural Address recommend- 
ation for technical assistance 
to backward areas, common- 
ly known as the Point Four 
program. This m e a s u r e 
would appropriate $35,000,- 
000 to help raise living 
standards in Africa, South 
America and Asia, on condi- 
tion that $50,000,000 be 
forthcoming 
from 
other 


sources including participat- 
ing nations.

THINKING "CHILDREN 


That the success of a so- 


ciety founded on the import- 
ance of ".the individual de- 
pends in the last analysis on 
the training of its children 
was the theory back of the 
speech made by Dr. Elvin C. 
Stakman of the Uni /ersity of 
Minnesota at a meeting of 
the American Association 
for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence in New York recently. 


"The job of society, or 


parents and schools is the 
evolution of an 
individual 


who knows how to find out 
for himself, who seeks the 
truth before he acts," said 
Dr. Stakman. He believes 
tha youngest children can be 
taught how to conduct a 
scientific experiment which 
aims at discovery of 
the 


facts about a case rather 
than at proving or disprov- 
ing a theory. A child's,nat- 
ural inquisitiveness should 
be encouraged rather than 
stifled, he said. 


Another point 
w h i c h 


might be brought out con- 
cerns the difference between 
facts and their significance. 
It is doubtful whether a 
child can grasp this distinc- 
tion, but, given the attitude 
of scientific inquiry and the 
tebit 
of 
carefully sifting 


'acts, he is likely to develop 


o the -sort of adult who, 


in possession of a set of prov- 
able facts, can see 
above 


and beyond them to the ul 
;imate truth which they in- 
dicate.
